Memorial services for Capt. Reu- 
ben Hutchcraft, who represented 
Bourbon county in the General As- 
sembly for three sessions, and who 
was killed in action in France, 
were held in the House of Repre- 
sentatives at Frankfort, Wednesday, 
at noon. All three branches of the 
State Government were present to 
do honor to the memory of Captain 
Hutchcraft who was held in such 
high esteem by his associates. The 
executive branch was represented by 
Governor Morrow, the legislative by 
the (members of both branches of the 
General Assembly and the judicial 
by Judges of the Court of Appeals. 

The exercises were presided over 
by Representative H. C. Duffy, of 
Cynthiana, who served in the House 
with Capt. Hutchcraft and who, in fi 
the opening address, said he saw; 
Reuben Hutchcraft grew from child- 
hood to manhood, and his conduct 
as a child was exemplary and as a 
man above reproach. 

The desk which Captain Hutch- 
craft occupied while a mejmber of the 
House was draped with the Amen average $55.25.

After these talks Lee S. Wains- 
cott, of Winchester, who was ap- 
pointed by Governor Black as a 
special representative from Ken- 
tucky to visit the graves of Ken- 
tucky's dead in France, told of his 
visit to the grave of Captain Hutch- 
craft which is in Letane Sedan Cem- 
etery, Captain Hutchcraft having 
been killed on the Sedan front. Mr. 
Wainscott also had with him a pict- 
ure of the^ grave of the former mem- 
ber of the House.

"Even in childhood he (Capt. 
Hutchcrafi ) had just one earnest 
purpose for his life — one beautiful 
ideal — to serve his State unselfish- 
ly, without partisanship, and from 
his High School days through Har- 
vard Law College it was his sacred 
duty to prepare himself not for a 
petty political career, but for real 
statesmanship. There have been 
many memorial services to do hini 
honor, through last year, church, 
lodge, college, fraternity and pro- 
fessions, but more than any 
other mark of honor. I am sure that 
he would appreciate that expression 
of love and respect from his friends 
— the members of the General As- 
sembly of the Kentucky Legislature, 
and I firmly believe that he will be 
with you in spirit."

A beginning has been made 
in this tremendous work, but no more 
than a beginning. The remount 
service has placed in Virginia, New 
York, Kentucfiy, Oklahoma, Texas ana 
in the far west some seventy-five or 
eighty thoroughbred stallions, and 
these stallions have, almost without 
exception, been the cheerful gifts of 
thoroughbred producers and person* 
interested in racing.

K^K production showed an in- 
23 per cent, and poultry 19 
per cent, in the past ten years ac- 
cording to the Department of Ag- 
rt< ulture'a forecast of its figures for 
I91t. Early figures issued place the 
total 1!«19 egg production at 1.957,- 
009,606 dozen and poultry at 6,000,- 
•i00 head. 

This; represents an increase in 
production over 1909 as follows: 

BggB, 366,000,000 dozen. 

Poultry, 112,000,00 head. 

Receipts of poultry are lighter and 
higher prices are being paid for live 
poultry, both in the country and in 
the consuming centers. It is ex- 
ted. however, that reserve stocks 
will be drawn upon if there should 
appear to be any deficiency in the 
current marketing. 

Fresh eggs are beginning to move 
in small quantities, jmore particu- 
larly in the South. The market is 
\ ery sensitive to increased receipts. 
The changes in the weather have 
considerable bearing on the market 
pries. 

The Associated Warehouse Re- 
port, covering 53 warehouses, shows 
the Following stocks as of January 

' 1st: 

-s. Lt26, 1,010,000 cases. 1919, 
192.000 cases: increase, 518,000. 
Butter. 1920. 37.712,000 pounds, 
, 1919, 27,022,666 pounds; increase, 
'' 16,696,666 pounds. 

It will be noted thai there is a 
large reserve stock of both eggs and 
butter. The Government report, 
covering the entire country, will 
probably show larger surplus. 

A smaller amount of cream has 
been delivered to the creameries 
this week, but with the reserve 
s locks there is ample supply, and 
any immediate increase in produc- 
tion, without a corresponding in- 
crease in t he demand from the con- 
sumer, will probably have the effect 
I of causing lower prices.

SAN ANTONIO, TEX., Jan 15. — 
The Senate Sub-Committee investi- 
gating the Mexico situation 
had a report that a large shipment 
of ammunition for the Carranza 
government arrived at Manzanilli, 
Mex., Dec. 24, simultaneously with 
the Japanese cruiser Yakuma. 

The report was known at army 
headquarters here and was forward- 
ed to the War Department at Wash- 
ington. 

The Yakuma apparently was es- 
corting the ship bearing arms and 
ammunition, which had been pur- 
chased in Japan through Colonel" 
Emilio Circlos, of the Mexican army, 
and Manuel Perez Romero, the Mex- 
ican Minister at Tokio. 

•The Yakuma, the report adds, was 
met at Manzanilli by a committee 
representing the Mexican depart- 
ment of war and marine and its 
commanding officer and subordinates 
were invited to visit Mexico City. 
Part of the personnel of theYakuma, 
it is stated, consisted of students 
from the Japanese military academy. 

Recent report from Mexico indi- 
cate Federal troops in the State of 
Chichuahua are better equipped than 
they have been for a long time. 
Considerable numbers of machine 
guns recently have been received, it 
is said.
